WASHINGTON. Aug. 4 UP—The 
House passed overwhelmingly to­ 
day a bill designed to force reluc­ 
tant witnesses to testify on nation­ 
al security matters by granting 
them immunity from prosecution. 
But the House bill, approved 293- 
55, differs sharply from a measure 
on the same subject passed by the 
Senate last year, and neither will 
become laW unless the two houses 
can agree in the few days before 
adjournment. 
Atty. Gen. Brownell has asked 
for some such law. 
The House also passed, by voice 
vote, a bill to speed up the con­ 
viction and punishment of witnes­ 
ses on contempt charges for failure 
to answer questions before con­ 
gressional committees. 
This measure, which goes to the 
Senate, would permit a congres­ 
sional committee to go to federal 
court for an order directing tho 
witness to answer. Failure to com­ 
ply would place the witness in con­ 
tempt of court and subject him to 
immediate penalties.

Due Process 


Th ose wh o complain about Senator M cCarth y's impro­ 


prieties migh t raise th e question of due process. 


1. A Committee of th e Senate finds itself involved in 
accusations of unbecoming conduct on th e part of its 
Ch airm an and members of its staff. 
Direct complaints 
• re m ade against th e Ch airm an, th e Ch ief Counsel, and 
th e adm inistrative officer of th e Committee by a special 
counsel engaged by th e Departm ent of th e Army after a 
conference h ad been h eld in th e office of th e Attorney 
General of th e United States wh ich was attended by 
im portant mem bers of th e Executive branch of th e 
Governm ent; 


2. Th e th ree wh o were accused of im propriety made 
•n answer; 


3. Th e Committee decided to conduct an investigation 
Into its affairs, ch ose Senator Karl Mundt to preside and 
Ray Jenkins of Knoxville, Tennessee, as special counsel; 


4. A hea ring wa s held which to o k testimo ny fo r 
Vi da y s in pubiir. In the presence o f press, ra dio , 
telev isio n a nd a la rg e a udience. In a dditio n, a number 
o f witnesses were held In Ex ecutiv e Sessio n. Millio ns 
o f wo rds o f testimo ny were ta ken a il o f which were 
duly reco rded, a nd ex cept tho se ta ken in Ex ecutiv e 
Sessio n, they ha v e been printed; 


5. It was stated th at th e Counsel for th e Committee 
would digest th e testimony and make a report to th e 
Committee wh ich is empowered to act upon it. Th e Com­ 
m ittee, under th e Ch airmansh ip of Karl Mundt, would th en 
file its report with th e Committee on Government Opera­ 
tions wh ich would make a decision from wh ich an appeal 
could be taken to th e Senate for action. 


Th is procedure, wh ich is orderly and conforms, as 
much as possible, to th e traditions and righ ts of th e 
Senate and all parties concerned, was violated during th e 
last h our of th e McCarth y-Stevens h earing by Senator 
Ch arles Potter wh ose report was issued to th e press before 
it was filed with th e Committee of wh ich h e is a m em ber 
and before th e last word of testimony was in. Senator 
P otter’s im propriety m ay h ave many explanations. TTie 
only realistic explanation can be th at h e did it because 
h e wanted to do it and th at it satisfied ^th ose wh o h ad 
anticipated th at th e h earings would disclose gross im­ 
proprieties on th e part of Senator McCarth y and Roy 
Coh n wh ich , if th ey took place, were not brough t out in 
fvidence. 


At any rate. Senator Potter’s obligation to h is col­ 
leagues was to file h is statem ent at th e Hearing and not 
to issue it as a press release wh ile th e Hearing was still 
In session. For th is insult to h is colleagues. Senator Potter 
was not reprim anded because it is really impossible to 
reprim and a Senator wh o is a sovereign in h is own righ t. 


Senator Potter also placed h imself in th e position of 
votingi with th e Democrats against h is Republican col­ 
leagues, wh ich was duly acknowledged by Senator McClel­ 
lan wh o sh outed, “ Welcome D em ocrat!’’ Senator Potter is 
not running for re-election th is year; were h e running for 
re-election th is year, it is doubtful if h e would h ave acted 
In th is m anner.

I do not know h ow true th at is of th e McCarth y 
Committee blit th ere are files concerning th e relations 
between some United States Senators and Communists.

Th ese substances h ave created 
many new research and diagnostic 
tools. Wh en injected into th e body, 
th eir course can be traced with th e 
geiger counter, a sensitive m ach ­ 
ine th at clicks wh enever it detects 
beta or gamm a rays. Th e more 
rays, th e louder tfie clicks, and 
vice versa. If th e counter is h eld 
over a foot, for example, wh ile 
radioactive m aterial is injected 
into an arm , clicking will start as 
soon as th e blood brings th e tag­ 
ged m aterial to th e foot. 
5ome organs are known to ab­ 
sorb and store certain ch emicals 
and. wh en th is occurs, clicking 
v/iU be confined to th e area over 
th ese structures. Th is is wh y radio­ 
active iodine is so valuable in 


In brain tumor, if radioactive 
ph osph orus, radioactive iodinated 
h uman serum albumin, or radio­ 
active germanium is injected, it 
will 
gravitate 
toward 
t h e s e 
growth s. Wh en th e counter is h eld 
over th e h ead it not only h elps de­ 
tect a tumor but tells th e surgeon 
its location. 
Isotopes also are of value in 
treating certain external and in­ 
ternal cancers. Th e cobalt bomb 
is m ade by placing radioactive 
cobalt (Co60) in a special contain­ 
er with a h ole th rough wh ich th e 
rays give off an equivalent of a

volt 
X-ray 
mach ine. 
Th ese bombs are being used in 
cancer centers for th e treatm ent of 
deep seated malignant growth s.

As a result of th e m ost pains­ 
taking detective work, th ose in th e 
best position to judge h ave reach ed 
a tentative conclusion in th e case 
of Dr. Otto Joh n. Th is is th at Joh n 
may well h ave been lured into a 
carefully baited trap, in as brilli­ 
ant a coup as th e Soviet secret 
service 
apparatus 
h as 
ever 
brough t off. 
Joh n is, of course, th e West 
Germ an 
counter-espionage 
ch ief 
wh o crossed over from West to 
E ast Berlin on th e nigh t of July 
20. He h as since broadcast twice 
over th e Communist radio — h is 
tone was curiously stiff and un­ 
natural, but th e voice was in­ 
dubitably h is. His apparently vol­ 
untary defection and h is pro-Com- 
munist broadcasts h ave been a 
blow of m ajor proportions to G er­ 
many’s pro-Western Adenauer gov­ 
ernment. and to th e W estern Al­ 
liance as a wh ole. 
Every organ of Communist pro­ 
paganda h as been loudly h ailing 
Joh n’s act as one of voluntary 
political protest. Th is version of 
th e case h as been widely accepted, 
h ere and abroad. But th ose closest 
to th e case point out th at th is ver­ 
sion leaves certain questions Very 
much unanswered. 
Wh y, 
for example, wh en Dr. 
Joh n 
left 
h is 
h otel 
room, 
did 
h e first em pty all h is pockets of 
secret papers, telling h is wife to 
keep an eye on th em? Wh y, for 
th at mattei*, if h e was really pro- 
Communist all th e time, did h e not 
go over with a briefcase bulging 
with th e m any secrets to wh ich h e 
h ad access? 
Or again, wh y did h e take no 
personal belongings with h im, if 
h e really meant to stay in th e 
East? Noth ing is easier th an to 
cross from E ast to West Berlin, 
carrying as many bundles as you 
like. 
Joh n h ad a genuine affection for 
h is wife, as th e curious letters 
previously quoted in th is space 
suggest. If h e intended to cross 
over, h e m ust h ave known th at h e 
would 
probably never 
see 
h er 
again. Wh y, th en, did h e leave h er 
with out a word of affection or 
farewell, 
muttering 
someth ing 
about a beer? 
Th ere are political as well as 
personal questions wh ich need to 
be answered. Joh n h ad participat­ 
ed in th e plot against Hitler’s life, 
and h e was profoundly anti-Nazi. 
But all th e evidence suggests th at 
h e was profoundly anti-Communist 
as well—until th e \ery day h e went 
over, h e was busily at work un­ 
covering 
Communist 
subversion 
nets. His defection h as given great 
aid and comfort to th e neo-Nazis, 
wh o claim th at it proves th at all 
anti-Nazis were traitors at h eart. 
Wh y sh ould Joh n v ol u nt a r i l y 
ch oose to give aid and comfort to 
h is old enemies on both left and 
righ t? 


Wh y, finally, is Dr. Joh n now be­ 
ing kept in a “ location inaccessibl« 
to th e public organs of our repub- 
" as a confidential E ast Ger- 
lic. 
man 
government 
memorandum 
warned th e German Communist 
press? If h e was secretly pro-Com- 
munist all th e time, wh y does h ii 
brain now need wash ing? 
Dr. Joh n h ad every reason to be 
tempted by a well-bailed trap. Ha 
was under h eavy political attack 
from righ t and left. A great coup, 
brough t off at great personal risk, 
would reinforce h is position. It is 
th us not difficult to imagine th e 
kind 
of 
bait 
th at 
h is 
sinister 
acquaintance. Dr. Wolfgang Woh l­ 
gemuth , migh t h ave dangled before 
h im—if only h e would take th e 
risk of crossing over into E ast 
Berlin. Indeed, since Dr. Woh l­ 
gem uth ’s specialty was th e use of 
h ypnotic drugs, it may h ave been 
necessary to tem pt Dr, Joh n no 
furth er th an Woh lgemuth ’s apart­ 
ment. 
Th e Soviet secret service tp* 
paratus, moreover, h ad every rea­ 
son to bait th e trap well. For one 
th ing, th e Soviet intelligence h as 
been 
very 
badly 
compromised 
since th e faU of Beria. Th e Soviet 
operatives wh o h ave defected and 
wh ose nam es are known—like Ras- 
tovorov, 
Petrov, 
and Koh lkov— 
make up only a fraction of th e total 
wh o h ave come over to our side. 
Th e Soviets set great store by 
face-saving, and th e defecti« » to 
th eir side of so big a fish as Dr. 
Joh n would save a lot of Soviet 
face. Moreover—alth ough in fact 
Joh n, as internal securi^ ch ief, 
knew very little about Western in­ 
telligence operations — Communist 
propaganda h as h am m ered h ard 
on th e th em e th at h e h as identi­ 
fied every last “ Fascist spy.** Pro- 
Western intelligence and resistanco 
groups can th us h ardly be blamed 
for lying low—and for a long time. 
But th e really decisive advantage 
to th e Soviets h as been political. 
It is now th e eve of decision for 
Western Europe. Th ese next few 
weeks provide th e last ch ance for 
a 
democratic, 
anti-Communist 
Germany firmly tied into th e West­ 
ern world. At th is moment of h is­ 
toid', one man, simply by crossing 
from one side of Berlin to th e 
oth er, h as awakened old fears in 
France, strength ened th e neutral­ 
ists and th e neo-Nazis as well as 
th e Communists in Germany, and 
placed on added stra in. on th e 
strained Western Alliance. 
It may be of course, th at th ere 
are answers to th e questions listed 
above, and th at Dr. Joh n did in­ 
deed voluntarily condemn h imself 
to 
th e 
“ inaccessible 
location’* 
wh ere h e is now. But it is also 
reasonable to assume th at th e 
Soviet secret service would go to 
very great length s to bring h im 
h ere.

Cyprus Problem May 
Weaken NATO Line 


The southern flank of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Alliance has always been considered fairly secure 
against political wind and wave. Anchored by Turkey, 
and bolstered by Greece, the NATO bastion is a for­ 
midable bar against predatory moves by Russia. 
Rut behind the bastion the disposition of an 
Island may cause serious trouble among the Allies. 
Within a few weeks the UN will hear the story of 
Greek efforts to regain Cyprus from Great Britain. 
Cyprus is only a few hundred miles from the 
Suez Canal. Under agreements reached with Egypt, 
Britain will soon start evacuating 80,000 troops from 
the Canal Zone, and the plan had been to transfer the 
entire Mid-Eastern military headquarters to Cyprus. 
Greek arguments before the UN will be based on 
the principle of self-determination. 
There are ap­ 
proximately 500,000 inhabitants of Greek extraction 
on the island, comprising two-thirds of the total popu­ 
lation. A poll is alleged to have revealed that 96 per 
cent of the Greek-speaking population favored annex­ 
ation by Greece. 
The Cyprus question is still more complicated 
because the island originally belonged to Turkey, but 
was handed to Britain under Disraeli in the 1870s and 
formally annexed at the outbreak of World War I. 
Turkey feels that if the island is cut loose it should 
revert to her, and the traditional incompatibility of 
Greece and Turkey may again show its face.

Due Process 


Those who complain about Senator McCarthy’s impro­ 


prieties might raise the question of due process. 


1. A Committee of the Senate finds itself involved in 
accusations of unbecoming conduct on the part of its 
Chairman and m em bers of its staff. 
Direct complaints 
are made against the Chairman, the Chief Counsel, and 
the adm inistrative officer of the Committee by a special 
counsel engaged by the Departm ent of the Army after a 
conference had been held in the office of the Attorney 
General of the United States which was attended by 
im portant m em bers of the Executive branch of the 
Government; 


2. The three who were accused of im propriety made 
an answer; 


3. The Committee decided to conduct an investigation 
into its affairs, chose Senator Karl Mundt to preside and 
Ray Jenkins of Knoxville, Tennessee, as special counsel; 


4. 
A hearing was held which took testimony for 
3ft days in public, in the presence of press, radio, 
television and a large audience. In addition, a number 
of witnesses were held In Executive Session. Millions 
of words of testimony were taken all of which were 
duly recorded, and except those taken in Executive 
Session, they have been printed; 


5. It was stated that the Counsel for the Committee 
would digest the testimony and make a report to the 
Committee which is empowered to act upon it. The Com­ 
m ittee, under the Chairm anship of Karl Mundt, would then 
file its report with the Committee on Government Opera­ 
tions which would make a decision from which an appeal 
could be taken to the Senate for action. 


This procedure, which is orderly and conforms, as 
much as possible, to the traditions and rights of the 
Senate and all parties concerned, was violated during the 
last hour of the McCarthy-Stevens hearing by Senator 
Charles Potter whose report was issued to the press before 
it was filed with the Committee of which he is a m em ber 
and before the last word of testimony was in. Senator 
Potter's im propriety m ay have many explanations. The 
only realistic explanation can be that he did it because 
he wanted to do it and that it satisfied those who had 
anticipated that the hearings would disclose gross im­ 
proprieties on the part of Senator McCarthy and Roy 
Cohn which, if they took place, were not brought out in 
evidence. 


At any rate. Senator Potter’s obligation to his col­ 
leagues was to file his statem ent at the Hearing and not 
to issue it as a press release while the Hearing was still 
in session. For this insult to his colleagues, Senator Potter 
was not reprim anded because it is really impossible to 
reprim and a Senator who is a sovereign in his own right. 


Senator Potter also placed himself in the position of 
voting with the D em ocrats against his Republican col­ 
leagues, which was duly acknowledged by Senator McClel­ 
lan who shouted, “ Welcome D em ocrat!" Senator Potter is 
not running for re-election this year; were he running for 
re-election this year, it is doubtful if he would have acted 
in this m anner. 


Into this situation entered the aged and years-w eary 
Senator Ralph Flanders of Vermont who also did not' wait 
for the report of the Committee but who projected himself 
as a private judge, m ade deliberately untruthful state­ 
m ents concerning Roy Cohn, maligning his private m orals. 
He also proposed a Senatorial reprim and for Senator 
McCarthy. One of his charges is that the McCarthy Com­ 
m ittee has been investigating and keeping files on certain 
Senators. I do not know how true that is of the McCarthy 
Committee but there are files concerning the relations 
between some United States Senators and Communists. 


Even I, a humble reporter, to use the favorite word 
of Mr. Welch of Boston, have some data about some 
Senators I do not use because I do not engage in 
gossip. Some day some Committee will perhaps hap­ 
lessly bring such data forward and they might stumble 
on the efforts to keep Michael Greenberg on the gov­ 
ernment payroll, and also they might glance at the 
continuing friendships of Alger and Priscilla Hiss who 
have more defenders than speak out in public. 


Senator Flanders did not wait for the Jenkins report, 
or for m ajority and minority reports of the Mundt Com­ 
mittee but went off entirely on his own against the wishes 
of many of his colleagues who felt that he was out of 
order. There was no due process in Senator Flanders’ 
conduct.

Move To Get McCarthy Ignores Rules Of Fair Play 


WASHINGTON — The Roman 
Senate called it "ad hominem," 
which means an attack on the man 
rather than the issues he raises, 
and 
evidently 
Senatorial 
habits 
haven't changed through centur­ 
ies of time. 
The effort* to “Get McCarthy” 
is slowly reaching the proportions 
of a 
widely instigated hysteria. 
Judging from some of the vituper­ 
ative letters which are coming to 
the m embers of Congress from 
anti-McCarthyites, 
the 
writers 
want to use any totalitarian m et­ 
hod—from 
abuse 
to 
conviction 
without a trial—if only to rid the 
Senate of 
its 
most spectacular 
prosecutor of Communists. 
Even United States Senators of 
the so-called “liberal" school are 
saying that, while the Constitu­ 
tion declares that no citizen shall 
be deprived of his right of free 
speech—and Justice Oliver Wen­ 
dell Holmes of the Supreme Coart 
defined this as “ freedom for the 
thought we hate”—the Wisconsin 
Senator nevertheless must be pub­ 
licly “ censured” for the opinions 
he 
expresses. 
The 
Constitution 
says in an article about the rights 
of members of Congress: 
“ And for any speech or debate 
in either House, they shall not be 
questioned in any other place." 
Gag On Free Speech 
This now is being construed by 
a small number of anti-McCarthy 
Senators as meaning that a Sena­ 
tor can be punished for his views 
by the Senate itself, which is but 
another way of saying that, be­ 
cause 
each 
House 
of Congress 
m akes its own “rules" of proce­ 
dure and passes on credentials 
after 
elections, 
this 
gives Con­ 
gress the right to invoke that sam e 
authority to censure a member 
publicly for his attitude Vward 
public policies. 
This is a form of “ thought con­ 
trol" which does not square with 
the utterances of so-called “ lib­ 
erals" who have been claiming 
that citizens were being punished 
for being mem bers of the Commu­ 
nist Party. The courts have ruled 
that leaders of that party are en­ 
gaged in a conspiracy to over­ 
throw the Government. Mr. Mc­

When a chemical is made radio­ 
active it is referred to as “ tag­ 
ged.” The symbols for iodine and 
phosphorus are I and P respec­ 
tively but they become 1-131 and 
P-32 to denote tagging. 


Not all these products can hold 
on to their radoiactivity; in time 
they lose it and revert to their 
form er state. The length of time 
they rem ain radioactive is stated 
in 
term s 
of 
“ half-life." 
Some 
isotopes have a “half-life" that is 
m easured in seconds, others in 
minutes, hours, or years. Ninety- 
nine give off rays for more than 
60 days and scientists estim ate 
that some will rem ain active for 
1,000 years. 
These substances have created 
many new research and diagnostic 
tools. When injected into the body, 
their course can be traced with the 
geiger counter, a sensitive m ach­ 
ine that clicks whenever it detects 
beta or gamma rays. The more 
rays, the louder the clicks, and 
vice versa. If the counter is held 
over a foot, for example, while 
radioactive m aterial 
is 
injected 
into an arm , clicking will start as 
soon as the blood brings the tag­ 
ged m aterial to the foot. 
Some organs are known to ab­ 
sorb and store certain chemicals 
and. when this occurs, clicking 
v/ill be confined to the area over 
these structures. This is why radio­ 
active iodine is so valuable in 


diagnosing and 
treating 
thyroid 
disorders. 
Iodine settles 
in 
the 
thyroid and, when taken internally, 
the clicking sound means that the 
gland 
is 
overactive 
and 
needs 
more than the usual amount of 
this element. 


In brain tumor, if radioactive 
phosphorus, radioactive iodinated 
human serum albumin, or radio­ 
active germanium is injected, it 
will 
gravitate 
toward 
t h e s e 
growths. When the counter is held 
over the head it not only helps de­ 
tect a tumor but tells the surgeon 
its location. 
Isotopes also are of value in 
treating certain external and in­ 
ternal cancers. The cobalt bomb 
is m ade by placing radioactive 
cobalt <Co-60) in a special contain­ 
er with a hole through which the 
rays give off an equivalent of a

These bombs are being used in 
cancer centers for the treatm ent of 
deep seated m alignant growths.

WASHINGTON 
As a result of the most pains­ 
taking detective work, those in the 
best position to judge have reached 
a tentative conclusion in the case 
of Dr. Otto John. This is that John 
m ay well have been lured into a 
carefully baited trap, in as brilli­ 
ant a coup as the Soviet secret 
service 
apparatus 
has 
ever 
brought off. 
John is, of course, the West 
G erm an 
counter-espionage 
chief 
3vho crossed over from West to 
E ast Berlin on the night of July 
20. He has since broadcast twice 
over the Communist radio — his 
tone was curiously stiff and un­ 
natural, but the voice was in­ 
dubitably his. His apparently vol­ 
untary defection and his pro-Com- 
munist broadcasts have been a 
blow of m ajor proportions to G er­ 
m any’s pro-Western Adenauer gov­ 
ernm ent. and to the Western Al­ 
liance as a whole. 
Every organ of Communist pro­ 
paganda has been loudly hailing 
John’s act as one of voluntary 
political protest. This version of 
the case has been widely accepted, 
here and abroad. But those closest 
to the case point out that this ver­ 
sion leaves certain questions Very 
much unanswered. 
Why, 
for example, when Dr. 
John 
left 
his 
hotel 
room, 
did 
he first empty all his pockets of 
secret papers, telling his wife to 
keep an eye on them? Why, for 
that m atter, if he was really pro­ 
com m unist all the time, did he not 
go over with a briefcase bulging 
with the many secrets to which he 
had access? 
Or again, why did he take no 
personal belongings with him, if 
he really meant to stay in the 
East? Nothing is easier than to 
cross from East to West Berlin, 
carrying as many bundles as you 
like. 
John had a genuine affection for 
his wife, as the curious letters 
previously quoted in this space 
suggest. If he intended to cross 
over, he must have known that he 
would 
probably 
never 
see 
her 
again. Why, then, did he leave her 
without a word of affection or 
farewell, 
m uttering something 
about a beer? 
There are political as well as 
personal questions which need to 
be answered. John had participat­ 
ed in the plot against Hitler’s life, 
and he was profoundly anti-Nazi. 
But all the evidence suggests that 
he was profoundly anti-Commumst 
as well—until the \ery day he went 
over, he was busily at work un­ 
covering 
Communist 
subversion 
nets. His defection has given great 
aid and comfort to the neo-Nazis, 
who claim that it proves that all 
anti-Nazis were traitors at heart. 
Why should John v o l u n t a r i l y 
choose to give aid and comfort to 
his old enemies on both left and 
right? 


Why, finally, is Dr. John now be. 
ing kept in a “ location inaccessible 
to the public organs of our repub­ 
lic,” as a confidential E ast Ger­ 
man 
government 
memorandum 
warned the German Communist 
press? If he was secretly procom ­ 
munist all the time, why does his 
brain now need washing? 
Dr. John had every reason to be 
tempted by a well-baited trap. He 
was under heavy political attack 
from right and left. A great coup, 
brought off at great personal risk, 
would reinforce his position. It is 
thus not difficult to imagine the 
kind 
of 
bait 
that 
his 
sinister 
acquaintance. Dr. Wolfgang Wohl­ 
gemuth, might have dangled before 
him—if only he would take the 
risk of crossing over into E ast 
Berlin. Indeed, since Dr. Wohl­ 
gem uth’s specialty was the use of 
hypnotic drugs, it may have been 
necessary to tem pt Dr. John no 
further than Wohlgemuth’s apart­ 
ment. 
The Soviet secret service ap­ 
paratus, moreover, had every rea­ 
son to bait the trap well. For one 
thing, the Soviet intelligence has 
been 
very 
badly 
compromised 
since the fall of Beria. The Soviet 
operatives who have defected and 
whose names are known—like Ras- 
tovorov, 
Petrov, 
and Kohlkov— 
make up only a fraction of the total 
who have come over to our side. 
The Soviets set great store by 
face-saving, and the defection to 
their side of so big a fish as Dr. 
John would save a lot of Soviet 
face. Moreover—although in fact 
John, as internal security chief, 
knew very little about Western in­ 
telligence operations — Communist 
propaganda has ham m ered hard 
on the theme that he has identi­ 
fied every last “ Fascist spy.” Pro- 
Western intelligence and resistance 
groups can thus hardly be blamed 
for lying low—and for a long time. 
But the really decisive advantage 
to the Soviets has been political. 
It is now the eve of decision for 
Western Europe. These next few 
weeks provide the last chance for 
a 
democratic, 
anti-Communist 
Germany f ir m l y tied into the West­ 
ern world. At this moment of his­ 
tory. one man, simply by crossing 
from one side of Berlin to the 
other, has awakened old fears in 
France, strengthened the neutral­ 
ists and the neo-Nazis as well as 
the Communists in Germany, and 
placed on added strain , on the 
strained Western Alliance. 
It may be of course, that there 
are answers to the questions listed 
above, and that Dr. John did in­ 
deed voluntarily condemn himself 
to 
the 
“ inaccessible 
location” 
where he is now. But it is also 
reasonable 
to assume that the 
Soviet secret service would go to 
very great lengths to bring him 
here.
